COUNTY CONVENTION 


Extracts from Public Statutes of New Hampshire 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second 
Wednesday of each biennial session of the General Court or 
other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The county commissioners and treasurer shall furnish the 
auditors all the aid and information required by them in the 
performance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session 
of the Legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two 
years, but the tax for each year shall be voted separately and 
collected in the year for which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailers, the physicians, the clerk of the court, 
the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and the 
superintendent of the county farm, of each county, shall make 
up their report separately, to December thirty-first annually, 
and the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in 
the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions, which concern 
the county, for the current year ending aforesaid, and the re- 
port of the superintendent of the county farm shall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the 
farm, a statement of the number of weeks each was so sup- 
ported, and the average cost per week for each pauper, with 
the explanation of the basis upon which such calculation was 
made.

Brackett, of Greenland, were placed in nomination and the 
nominations were then closed and balloting proceeded. The 
result was as follows:

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Rockingham County here- 
with present the annual reports of the county commissioners, 
clerk of the Superior Court, sheriff, solicitor, superintendent 
of the County Farm and House of Correction, farm physician, 
farm chaplain, Portsmouth jail physician; and auditors for 
the year ending December 31, 1927. 

In reviewing the work for the past year, the commissioners. 
find that many improvements and permanent repairs have 


been made to the various buildings owned by Rockingham 


County. At the County Farm at Brentwood, a new boiler 
has been installed and a new electric plant has replaced the 
old one, which will be the means of saving each year a con- 
siderable amount on the coal bill, although it has added 
Somewhat to the expense of the institution this year. 

The new addition to the Records Building at Exeter has 
been completed, for which the legislature at its last session 
appropriated the sum of $35,000, but which addition was 
built and properly furnished at a cost of only $30,000, leaving 
a balance of $5,000, which amount was used to make the first 
payment of the bond issue, taken out for that purpose. This 
addition will fill a long felt want, as the original building has 
for a long period been quite inadequate for the amount of 
work done there, and it is much appreciated by the clerk of 
the Superior Court, the register of probate and the register 
of deeds. 

It will be noticed that the cost of Superior Court steadily in- 
creases each year, a condition which cannot be helped by the 
officers in charge, but is due rather to the increase in work, 
including the automobile accidents; the enforcing of the pro- 
hibition law, and to the new conditions of modern life. In 
the old days, Superior Court was one considered in terms only, 
namely: the January term, the April term and the October 
term, but now Superior Court holds session almost every 
month in the year. 
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The commissioners hereby extend their thanks to Superin- 
tendent and Mrs. Fred Rand, who, for ten years, have faith- 
fully performed their duties as superintendent and matron of 
the County Farm, but who have tendered their resignations 
to take place on the first of April next. 

Thanks are also extended to the various officers in Rocking- 
ham County; the selectmen in the various towns, and to all 
individuals who have in any way helped the commissioners to 
carry on the work for the interest of the county and its tax 


payers.
